McKinley shall take on the form of a 
ceremony of state, yet the coming ol 
the president and members of his cab­ 
inet, the vice president, the governor 
of Ohio and many other people of note 
will make it such in a degree at least.

Sixty-three Rooms In Basement of 


Pennsylvania Capitol Cost 9636,879. 
Harrisburg, Pa., May 28.—Tho total 
cost to the state of furnishing the 63 
rooms In the basement of the new Cap­ 
itol was |630,879.01. Twenty^slx of 
these roomB are used for storage pur­ 
poses by the various departments or 
as house and senate pasting and fold­ 
ing rooms. The total cost of furnish­ 
ing these 26 rooms was $62g,938.79, of 
which 
$614,365,18 was paid to the 
Pennsylvania Construction company, 
of Marietta, Pa., for metallic furniture. 
There is jxo metallic furniture in any 
of the remaining 37 rooms, none of 
which is In use. 


Every one of the 63 rooms, however, 
contains at least one thermostat, cost­ 
ing $79 each, and from one to 15 white 
metal chandeliers, costing $36 each. 
The 
thermostats 
and 
chandeliers 
were supplied by John H. Sanderson, 
of Philadelphia, general contractor lor 
the capltol furnishings. One of the In­ 
teresting exhibit* found on the table 
of costs for the basement rooms Is the 
item of trolley ladders. These ladders 
were supplied by the Pennsylvania 
Construction company, and are used 
to reach the top of the metallic cases. 
There are 38 of them, and their total 
cost to the state was $5700. 


BODY OF MAN 
FOUND IN TRUNK 


New York, May 27.— Father Kaapai 
Vartianan, of the Armenian Apostolic 
church, of Hoboken, N. JM was mur­ 
dered In this city some time last week 
The body was found In a trunk which 
had been left as security for their 
room rent my two Greeks, who three 
weeks ago engaged a furnished room 
of Mrs. Henry Sherer, who occupies 
the third floor of a tenement at 333 
West 37th street. 


Removod to the morgue, the body 
was identified as that of the priest. He 
had lived at 60S Monastery street 
West Hoboken, and frequently made 
trips to this city soliciting funds for 
his church. 


Father Vartianan, carrying a small 
leather bag, in which his collections 
were placed, came to be a familiar 
figure in Greek and Armenian circles 
here, and it is believed that ho waa 
murdered for the money he carried. 


Mrs. Sherer told the coroner thal 
when the two men engaged the room 
In her home they described themselre« 
as John and Paul Sarkis, each about 
35 years of age. The men had been 
visited, she said, by a man wearing a 
clerical garb, who looked not unlike 
the murdered man. She thought that 
this man called at 8 o’clock last Mon 
day morning. No one in the tenement 
heard any unusual noises. 


Late Wednesday afternoon an ex 
press wagon brought to the house the 
trunk which later was found to contain 
the body. One of the lodgers, with the 
aid of a young man who drove the ex­ 
press wagon, carried the trunk with 
considerable 
difficulty to tho 
room 
That night Mrs. Sherer asked hei 
roomers for the rent duo. They point 
ed to tho trunk and said It would be 
found to contain ample security foi 
what they owed. Later the men said 
that the trunk delivered to them wa* 
not theirs and that a mistake had been 
made. It remained in the house, how 
ever, and was there when the roomera 
left. 
On 
the 
next day 
unpleasant 
odors were detected coming from the 
room tho strangers had occupied, and 
on Sunday Mrs. Sherer appealed to 
tho police and the trunk was forced 
open. 


The autopsy developed that the necl< 
had been broken, as had also one arm 
Coroner’s Physician Lehane declared 
however, that death was due to suffo 
cation. The internal organs were con 
gested, and Dr. Lehane gave it as hie 
opinion that the man was thrust into 
the trunk while alive and the cover oi 
the air-tight trunk held down until 
death ensued. The condition of the 
organs were found to be similar to 
those in cases of asphyxiation. 


The police have ent out a general 
alarm for Sarkl ErmaJIan, Sarkl Bar 
morvion and Paul Sarlsatan.

A novel form of diver's apparatus, 


which we are told by the Scientific 
American promises to be of great 
value in salvage operations, has been 
invented by a Parisian a> drographic 
engineer named De Pluvy.

bottleful all at once." However, he 
never saw the end.

THE REAL RHODESIA, 


The misconceptions of 
Rhodesia 
are manifold. 
Many people seem to 
think of it as a desert, just as the 
name of Egypt brings to their mlnd*s 
eye a vast sandy plain, with Pyra- 
mids and a Sphinx instead of grass 
and vegetation. 
But as a traveler 
who has recently returned from Rho- 
desia put it, if an average English- 
man could be blindfolded at home, 
taken to Rhodesia, and there told 
that he might remove the bandage 
from his eyes, he would, not, when 
he did so, be able to tell from the 
scenery that he was not at homo in 
one of the more picturesque districts 
of his native land, Mr. Alfred Brom- 
wich, the curator of the British South 
Africa 
Company's 
museum, 
has 
brought back with him from his tour 
in Rhodesia quite "a cloud of wit- 
nesses" to the luxuriance of the vege- 
tation of the country, in the shape of 
wonderful 
botanical 
specimens, 
palms, grasses, ferns, 
flowers 
and 
heather, 
and 
hundreds 
of 
photo- 
graphs, which sufficiently emphasize 
the fact that the country Is neither 
an impenetrable jungle nor an arid 
waste. 
Perhaps 
the '^samples 
of 
heather are the most fascinating of 
his curiosities. 
Somehow or other, 
one cannot get away from the notion 
that in Scotland, Yorkshire and the 
Devonshire moors we have the only 
heather In the world. 
One does not, 
at all events, think of heather in 
such places as Africa and India. 
But 
iTh Rhodesia there are vast expanses 
of glorious fieather-moor exactly like 
stretches of Dartmoor or the Gram- 
plans. 
And, Judging by the way in 
which other British fauna have thriv- 
en when imported into Rhodesia, it 
would probably be not a diflicult mat- 
ter to stock Rhodesian moors with 
grouse and blackcock—indeed, with 
all the game of an English or Scot- 
tish grouse moor. 
' 


The northwestern district of Rho- 
desia, in particular, abounds in every 
description of big game—elephant, 
hippopotamus, 
giraffe, zebra, lion, 
buffalo, rhinoceros and antelope, with 
other members of the deer family too 
numerous to mention. 
Even from 
the railway, so Mr. Bromwich says, 
great herds of game can be seen, and 
are in some cases quite a nuisance. 
The elephants, for instance, 
have 
some rooted and unaccountable ob- 
jection to the mile pegs by the rail- 
way line, and cause endless annoy- 
ance by their habit of pulling them 
out of the ground with their trunks. 
There is, by the way, some excellent 
fishing. 


The baboons, too, being 
expert 
thieves, and even burglars, are a con- 
siderable nuisi^nce, particularly 
to 
storekeepers, of whose goods they 
manage to filch a surprising quantity. 
Mr. Bromwich relates the experience 
of a storekeeper personally known to 
himself. 
This man, hearing a noise 
in his shop at a time when he was 
temporarily in a small room at the 
back of tho bùilding, returned hur- 
riedly, just in time to see a baboon 
grab something from the counter and 
then dash out of the shop. 
This was 
a large bottle, as Its late owner dis- 
covered, and contained Epsom salts, 
and as he watched the simian thief 
disappear, brandishing his prize, he 
shook his fist after him exclaiming, 
•'Well, I only hope you'll take the 
bottleful all at once." 
However, he 
never saw the end. 


Baboon hunting is a very popular 
sport, and thé quarry is abundant— 
so abundant, in fact, as to be danger- 
ous on occasion. No single man, even 
though armed with a rifle, will ven- 
ture to molest a troop of baboons on 
the raid. 
Another nuisance to farm- 
ers is the tebl cat, a little tigerish 
beast which causes great havoc iu 
unprotected fowl houses, and is ruth- 
lessly killed on sight. 


Perhaps the greatest recommenda- 
tion of Rhodesia as a sportsman's 
country Is that It is never necessary, 
in oi'der to come within reach of big 
game, to get out of touch with civili- 
zation. 
In case of an accident, for 
instance, 
this fact Is 
particularly 
comforting, for you can always get 
at a doctor within a day's travel. 
That means .that you need not bur- 
den 
yourself 
with 
an 
enormous 
amount of luggage. 
The necessaries 
of life can be bought near to the act- 
ual place where shooting can be had; 
though, of course, men who are i>ar- 
ticular in matters of outfit and pro- 
visions will provide themselves with 
what they consider necessary in Eng- 
land.—County Gentleman.

THE REAL RHODESIA. 


The misconceptions of Rhodesia 
are manifold. 
Many people seem to 
think of it as a desert, just as the 
name of Egypt brings to their mind’s 
eye a vast sandy plain, with Pyra­ 
mids and a Sphinx instead of grass 
and vegetation. 
But as a traveler 
who has recently returned from Rho­ 
desia put it, if an average English­ 
man could be blindfolded at home, 
taken to Rhodesia, and there told 
that he might remove the bandage 
from his eyes, he would, not, when 
lie did so, be able to tell from the 
scenery that he was not at homo In 
one of the more picturesque districts 
of his native land, Mr. Alfred Brom­ 
wich, the curator of the British South 
Africa 
Company’s 
museum, 
has 
brought back with him from his tour 
in Rhodesia quite “a cloud of wit­ 
nesses" to the luxuriance of the vege­ 
tation of the country, in the shape of 
wonderful 
botanical 
specimens, 
palms, grasses, ferns, 
flowers and 
heather, and hundreds of photo­ 
graphs, which sufficiently emphasize 
the fact that the country is neither 
an Impenetrable jungle nor an arid 
waste. 
Perhaps 
the 'samples 
of 
heather are the most fascinating of 
his curiosities. 
Somehow or other, 
one cannot get away from the notion 
that in Scotland, Yorkshire and the 
Devonshire moors we have the only 
heather in the world. 
One does not, 
at all events, think of heather in 
such places as Africa and India. 
But 
It* Rhodesia there are vast expanses 
of glorious fieather-moor exactly like 
stretches of Dartmoor or the Gram­ 
pians. 
And, judging by the way in 
which other British fauna have thriv­ 
en when imported into Rhodesia, it 
would probably be not a difficult mat­ 
ter to stock Rhodesian moors with 
grouse and blackcock—indeed, with 
all the game of an English or Scot­ 
tish grouse moor. 


The northwestern district of Rho­ 
desia, in particular, abounds in every 
description of big game— elephant, 
hippopotamus, giraffe, zebra, lion, 
buffalo, rhinoceros and antelope, with 
other members of the deer family too 
numerous to mention. 
Even from 
the railway, so Mr. Bromwich says, 
great herds of game can be seen, and 
are in some cases quite a nuisance. 
The elephants, for instance, have 
some rooted and unaccountable ob­ 
jection to the mile pegs by the rail­ 
way line, and cause endless annoy­ 
ance by their habit of pulling them 
out of the ground with their trunks. 
There is, by the way, some excellent 
fishing. 


The baboons, too, being expert 
thieves, and even burglars, are a con­ 
siderable nuisance, particularly to 
storekeepers, of whose goods they 
manage to filch a surprising quantity. 
Mr. Bromwich relates the experience 
of a storekeeper personally known to 
himself. 
This man, hearing a noise 
in his shop at a time when he was 
temporarily in a small room at the 
back of the building, returned hur­ 
riedly, just in time to see a baboon 
grab something from the counter and 
then dash out of the shop. 
This was 
a large bottle, as its late owner dis­ 
covered, and contained Epsom salts, 
and as ho watched the simian thief 
disappear, brandishing his prize, he 
shook his fist after him exclaiming, 
“Well, I only hope you’ll take the 
bottleful all at once.” 
However, he 
never saw the end. 


Baboon hunting is a very popular 
sport, and the quarry is abundant— 
so abundant, in fact, as to be danger­ 
ous on occasion. No single man, even 
though armed with a rifle, will ven­ 
ture to molest a troop of baboons on 
the raid. Another nuisance to farm­ 
ers is the tebi cat, a little tigerish 
beast which causes great havoc in 
unprotected fowl houses, and is ruth­ 
lessly killed on sight. 


Perhaps the greatest recommenda­ 
tion of Rhodesia as a sportsman’s 
country is that it Is never necessary, 
in order to come within reach of big 
game, to get out of touch with civili­ 
zation. 
In case of an accident, for 
instance, this fact is particularly 
comforting, for you can always get 
at a doctor within a day’s travel. 
That means .that you need not bur­ 
den 
yourself 
with 
an 
enormous 
amount of luggage. 
The necessaries 
of life can be bought near to the act­ 
ual place where shooting can be had; 
though, of course, men who are par- 
ticular in matters of outfit and pro­ 
visions will provide themselves with 
what they consider necessary in Eng­ 
land.— County Gentleman.

'T h e Pennsylvania system is in­ 
vestigating the problem as to how 
many miles a locomotive should make 
before being sent to the shop, irre­ 
spective of whether it is broken down 
or not. *An expert engineer is study­ 
ing the problem and is making ex­ 
haustive reports on the mileage that 
can be made economically by a loco­ 
motive before it should be sent to the 
shops for an overhauling. When this 
mileage has been determined orders 
will be issu’ed to send every engine to 
th e shops when it makes the specified 
run, regardless of its general condi­ 
tion. 


When an automobile is running at 
high speed the rubber tires are- rap­ 
idly warmed and the heat sometimes 
becomes very great, with resultant 
injury to the rubber. 
The cause of 
this accumulation of heat in the tire 
is ascribed to the kneading of the 
rubber, which generates heat faster 
than it can be radiated away. 
For 
this reason manufacturers have found 
it to’ be an advantage to have metal 
parts'in the tread, such as the ends of 
rivets, in contact with the tire, be­ 
cause the metal, being a good radia­ 
tor, helps to carry off the heat to the 
outer air. 


One of the reasons why pneumatic 
tires gradually 
become 
exhausted, 
even when unpunctured, is that the 
compressed air within slowly escapes 
through the rubber, and this process 
is hastened by the oxidation of the 
rubber, which causes it to crack. 
As 
at least a partial remedy for this, it 
has been proposed to inflate tires not 
with ordinary air, but with nitrogen, 
an inert gas which does not affect 
the rubber. 
Tests of nitrogen-in­ 
flated tires for automobiles have been 
made in France, and the results are 
said to be encouraging.

Between 
Starner’s and Gardner’s the milk car jump­ 
ed the track and rolled over the ten foot 
fill, carrying the combination baggage and 
smoker with it and also taking the passen­ 
ger coach off the track. The combina­ 
tion car was thrown with one end down 
in the ground. Baggagemaster William 
Young was thrown in the corner near the 
door and all the baggage came piling on 
him, bruising him badly. All those in 
the passenger end of the car were more or 
less badly bruised and shaken up in ad­ 
dition to being thoroughly frightened.

He heat- 
ed coal in a large vessel, and allowed 
the gas wBich was driven off to pass 
through mains end tubes to different 
parts of his house. 
Whenever 
he 


wan-ted a. light he let the gas escape 
at the end of the tube in a small jet 
and lighted it. 
Here was a lamp 


without a wick. 
Murdock soon ex- 


tended his gas pipes to his factories 
and lighted them with gas. As soon 
as it was learned how to make gas 
cheaply, and conduce it safely from 
house to house, while cities were res- 
cued from darkness by the new il- 
lumlnant.—St. Xicholas.

Alcohol From Sawdust. 


Samples of alcohol made from saw- 


dust have been sent to the Departs 
ment of Agriculture from one of the 
big sawmills, where the work is be- 
ing done on. "a commercial scale; that 
is to say, a distilling plant has been 
installed, which, is turning out sev- 
eral barrels of alcohol daily^ though 
no figures are available as to the ac- 
tual cost of manufacture compared 
with wood alcohol or that from grain. 
The • interesting point about the saw- 
dust alcohhol is that it Is a wood al- 
cohol, having none of the properties 
of that fluid, but is an ethyl alcohol 
that cannot be told from that made 
from, grain. 
The difference is that 


the sawdust has teen^ treated with 
an acid, transforming it into dex- 
trose,and is then distilled in the regu- 
lar way. If the work can be don» 
at a profit, and the indications from 
the work of the company point to 
this being a fact, it will not only 
make a valuable by-product out of 
the sawdust that has heretofore been 
an intolerable nuisance to the saw- 
mills, but it will open up a way to 
make alcohol profitable from straw, 
eane, cornstalks and almost any other 
vegetable refuse.—Kansas City Jour- 
nal.

Its Lighting Property Was Discovered 
by a Scotchman.

lamp,^William Murdock, a Scottish in- 
venter, showed (the world a new way 
elf lighting a house.

known that fat or coal, when heated, 
gives off a vapor or -g-as which burns 
with a bright light. 
Indeed, it is al- 
ways a gas that burns and not a hard 
6ubst?.nce. 
In the candle or in tlie 
lamp the flame heats the oil which 
tomes up 'to it through the wick and 
(thus causes the oil to give off a gas. 
It is this gas that burns and -gives the 
light. 
Now, Murdock, in 179S, put 
this principle to a good use. 
Ho heat- 
ed coal in a large vessel, and allov.'ed 
tho gas which v/as driven off to pass 
through mains iind tubes to different 
parts of his 
house. 
Whenever 
he 
wantted a light he let «the gas escape 
at the end of the tu'be in a small jet 
and lighted 
it. 
Here was a 
lamp 
without a wick. 
Murdock soon ex- 
tended hi'S gas pipes to his factories 
and lighted them with -gas. 
As soon 
as it was learned how to make gas 
cheaply, and conduot it eafely from 
house to house, while ci-tles were res- 
cued from darkness by the new il- 
luminant.—St, Nicholas.

Alcohol From Sawdust. 


Samples of alcohol made from saTf- 
dust have been sent to the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture from one of tho 
big sawmills, where the work Is be- 
ing done on~a commercial scale; that 
Is to say, a distilling plant has been 
installed, which is turning out sev- 
eral barrels of alcohol daily', though 
no figures are available as to the ac- 
tual cost of manufacture 
compared 
with wood alcohol or that from grain. 
The interesting point about the saw- 
dust alcohhol is that it is a wood al- 
cohol, having none of the properties 
of that fluid, but is an ethyl alcohol 
that cannot be told from that made 
from grain. 
The difference is that 
the sawdust has been^ treated 
with 
an acid, transforming it Into 
dex- 
trose,and is then distilled in the 
regu- 
lar way. 
If the work can be done 
at a profit, and the indications from 
the work of the company point to 
this being a fact, it will not only

GAS. 


Its Lighting Property was Discovered 
by a Scotchman. 


Soon after Argand invented his 
lampMWilliam Murdock, a Scottish in­ 
ventor, showed the world a new way 
elf lighting a house. It had long been 
known that fa»t or coal, when heated, 
gives off a vapor -or gas which burns 
with a bright light. Indeed, it is al­ 
ways a gas that burns and not a hard 
eubsti.nee. 
In the candle or in the 
lamp the flame heats the oil which 
tomes up »to it through the wick and 
thus causcs the oil to give off a gas. 
It is this gas that burns and -gives the 
light. 
Now, Murdock, in 1798, put 
this principle to a good use. Ho heat­ 
ed coal in a large vessel, and allowed 
the gas which was driven off to pass 
through mains and tubes to different 
parts of his house. 
Whenever he 
wanted a light he let the gas escape 
at the end of the tivbe in a small jet 
and lighted it. 
Here was a lamp 
without a wick, 
Murdock soon ex­ 
tended his gas pipes to his factories 
and lighted them with gas. 
As soon 
as it was learned how to make gas 
cheaply, and conduot it safely from 
house to house, while cities were res­ 
cued from darkness by the new il- 
luminant.—St. Nicholas,

Alcohol From Sawdust. 


Samples of alcohol made from saw­ 
dust have been sent to the Departs 
ment of Agriculture from one of the 
big sawrmills, where the work is be­ 
ing done on a commercial scale; that 
is to say, a distilling plant has been 
installed, which is turning out sev­ 
eral barrels of alcohol daily) though 
no figures are available as to the ac­ 
tual cost of manufacture compared 
with wood alcohol or that from grain. 
The Interesting point about the saw­ 
dust alcohhol is that it is a wood al­ 
cohol, having none of the properties 
of that fluid, but is an ethyl alcohol 
that cannot be told from that made 
from grain. 
The difference is that 
the sawdust has been** treated with 
an acid, transforming it into dex­ 
trose,»and is then distilled in the regu­ 
lar way. 
If the work can be done 
at a profit, and the indications from 
the work of the company point to 
this being a fact, it will not only 
make a valuable by-product out of 
the sawdust that has heretofore been 
an intolerable nuisance to the saw­ 
mills, but it will open up a way to 
make alcohol profitable from straw, 
cane, cornstalks and almost any other 
vegetable refuse.—Kansas City Jour* 
nal. 


Why Alligators Are Scarce. 


Alligators are scarce and the chil­ 
dren of the wealthy are largely re­ 
sponsible for it. 
The demand 
for 
young saurians has greatly Increased 
since It has become a fad to carry 
them stuffed as playthings. It is not 
unusual on pleasant days to see chil­ 
dren, accompanied by nurse 
maids, 
carrying a young alligator by the 
tail. 
The mouths of 
the 
creatures 
are wide open, and they are made as 
realistic as the art of the taxider­ 
mist can render them. 
Most of the 
stuffed pets are from a foot to 18 
inches long.

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FAMOUS INDIAN CHIEFS BOUND CITIZENWARD. 


RED CLOUD AND AMERICAN HORSE TQ END BLOODY CAUSERS 


IN TAME FASHION — How RED CLOUD GAINED SUPREM- 
ACY OYERTHS Sioux — THE "FOREVER" TREATY OF 1868.

Only the other day Red Cloud and 


American Horse, the two most fam- 
ous of the surviviHg war chiefs of the 
Sioux Nation, accepted individual al- 
lotments of land, and became, under 
the act of Congress of 1877, full- 
fiedged American citizens, qualified 
to vote, requirel to pay taxes, and 
relinquishing forever the peculiar 
immunities and privileges of 
the j 


"wards of the Government." There 
are still tea Sioux war chiefs that 
dins to the old tribal relationships, 
but it is probable that before .the 
close of the present year a majority 
of these will have followed the ex- 
ample set by Red Cloud an* Ameri- 
can Horse, and that by the time of 
tlie next Presidential election every 
living Tvar chief of the Sioux will be 
qualified to vote. 


Of all Uncle Sam's aboriginal ene- 


mies, none Tvere more implacable and. 
stubborn than tlie Sioux, or Dakota 
'Indians. They roamed at will over 
the vast stretch of territory reaching 
from Lake Michigan to the Rocky 
Mountains, and from Saskatchewan 
</> the Arkansas River. Most of the 
survivors are now settled peaceably 
on the Pine Ridge, Standing Rock, 
Rosebud, Cheyenne River and Devil's 
Lake Reservations. 
The extinction 


of the buffalo rendered it Impossible 
for the Indians ,of the Great Plains 
to continue their nomadic career, and 
it was this rather than the valor of 
the American army that completed 
the conquest of the Siour, and that 
makes it extremely improbable that 
they \riil ever again take the war- 
path. 


The surviving war chiefs, there- 


fore, are interesting links with the 
past, recalling days that will never 
be dulpicated. These days already 
seem so remote tbat It gives one a 
feeling of surprise to learn that the 
roll call of th'e surviving chiefs is 
still so long. On the Standing Rock 
Reservation, Xorth Dakota, there are 
six—John Grasse, Mad Bear, Chiaka, 
No Heart, Black Bull and White 
Bull. On the Pine Ridge Reserva- 
tion, South Dakota, there are also 
six—Red Cloud, American Horse, 
Short Bull, Bad Wound, Rocky Bear, 
and Yellow Bear—belonging to the 
Ogallala division of -the Sioux Na- 
tion. These are the last of the red 
commanders whose savage hosts used 
to terrorize the whole district crossed 
by the Overland and Montana emi- 
grant trails, from Denver to the 
Black Hills, and from the Missouri 
River to the Big Horn Mountains. 
Most of them were only sub-chiefs, 
whose voices made but little impres- 
sion around tne council- fires. 
Only 


one of the twelve ever reached the 
dignity of head chieftainship of the 
whole Sioux Nation. _That was Red 
Cloud, who once wielded a power 
greater than tiiat of any other Indi- 
an now living. 


Red Cloud is now more than 


eighty-four years old, living with his 
wife in more or less content near the 
Pine Ridge Agency. 
He is totally 


blind, almost deaf, and fast sinking 
into dotage, bearing little resem- 
blance to the implacable warrior that 
used to terrorize the forty-niners on 
their way to California gold fields. He 
was born about the year 1S22, on the 
"North Platte River, near the site of 
old Fort Laramie. He inherited his 
chieftainship from his father, whose 
name was Red Cloud also, and who 
was a notsfi chief in his day, al- 
though his wars were waged against 
the Crows, Chcyennes, Utes, Ban- 
nocks, and Shosaones. 
Young Red 


Cloud took the warpath when, four- 
teen years old, and rose steadily until 
he became tie greatest and most 
powerful chief of his age and genera- 
tion—a position he held until he was 
formally deposed by General Crook 
in 1876, when Spotted Tail was made 
head chief of the Sioux Nation in his 
place. In his prime he was described 
as a magnificent specimen of Indian 
manhood, six feet tall, weighing 200 
pounds, and capable of feats of pro- 
digious strength. 


Although Red Cloud was an hered- 


itary chief, that fact gave him no 
great standing among his people. In 
order to make his voice heard around 
the council fires and to attract an 
important following of warriors it 
was necessary for him to prove his 
right to leadership and to distinguish 
himself by deeds of personal valor. 
Along abo'at 1S50, the Sioux Nation, 
or rather that branch o* it in. the 
neighborhood of Fort Laramie, was 
divided into two hostile bands, known 
as the Bad Faces and the Cut Offs. 
Red Cloud was chief of tae Bad 
Faces, and Bull Bear of the Cut Offs, 
the latter sharing tae honors with 
ills son Little Wound. Several fights 
took place between the two bands, 
but with no decisive result, until one 
day Red Cloud was attacked by sev- 
en of his enemies. Although "wound- 
ed in many places, his physical pow- 
ers .were so great that he succeeded 
in killing them all, cutting off Chief 
Bull Bear's head and bearing it in 
triumph to exhibit it to the admiring 
warriors. 


This exploit established his rigfet 


to be considered one of the great 
leaders of the Sioux. 


In the years that followed, Red 


Cloud led his warriors in many fights 
against the Pawnees and "D'tes, as 
jrell as against the common enemy, 


the white men. 
How many attacks 


he led on the Overland stages and 
on the prairie schooners of emigrants 
crossing the plains, or how many 
Sghts he engaged in against frontier 
troops, cannot be even guessed at. 
He was bitterly opposed to the build- 
ing of the Union Pacific Railroad, 
dramatically withdrawing frSm 
a 


council at which most of the chiefs i 
of the region to be traversed gave j 
their consent, wi:h a declaration that i 
he would never leave the warpath j 
until ihe building of the railroad was ] 
abandoned and until the wlii^e men ! 
left the Buffalo Plains. 
Ke had yer •, 


to learn that "never" was a long, , 
long time; and that the 
terrible < 


white race possessed resources 
of • 


which 
the 
red 
aborigines 
never j 


dreamed. 


Judged from an Indian standpoint, 


Red 
Cloud's greatest exploit was 


what is known as the Pc-uerman or 
Fort Phil Kearney massacre, of De- 
cember 22, 1S6C. Pliil Kearney was 
founded by Colonel Carring^on, in 
the foothills cf the Big Horn Moun- 
tains of Wyoming, on a branch of the 
Powder River. 
On the fa:al 22d of 


December a party cf woodcutters 
were at work down Piney Creek, 
about half a mile from the fort. 


They were attacked by a small 


band of Indians, and Lieutenant Fet- 
terman was sent to their relief with 
eighty-five soldiers and two other of- 
ficers. 
On the appearar«-a of the 


soldiers, . the 
handful of 
Indians 


(there were on!" eight of them) 
slowly drew off, their actions leading 
the white men to believe that their 
ponies were lame and tired. 
Lieu- 


tenant Fetterman cad been ordered 
simply to relieve the 
woodcutters, 


but on no account to pursue the red- 
skins. 
Disregarding these instruc- 


tions, he and his men followed the 
retreating warriors. Entering a nar- 
row canon, they were suddenly at- 
tacked by an overwhelming host of 
more than 1500 savages. They were 
in a trap from which escape was im- 
possible; and not one of the one hun- 
dred white men (including the wood- 
cutters) escaped alive. 
The decoy 


was planned and the ambush directed 
by Red Cloud in person, and his 
fame now eclipsed that of any other 
chieftain in America. 
The Cut Offs 


forgot their long hostility and joined 
him, and he became in fact as well 
as name the unquestioned chief of 
the whole Sioux Nation—at that time 
numbering more than 75,000 per- 
sons. 
The Cheyennes and other 


tribes sought alliance with his forces, 
so that it is doubtful if any other war 
chief in America ever wielded a pow- 
er and influence as great as that of 
Red Cloud during the decade from 
1858 to 1S76. 


The country was sick of tae inter- 


minable tales cf Indian v.-ars, and the 
Fetterman massacre seemed the last 
straw. With undignified haste the 
Government agreed to a treaty with 
the Sioux, abandoning to them nearly 
all of North 
and 
South Dakota, 


northern Nebraska, northern Wyom- 
ing, and northern and eastern Mon- 
tana. 
This 
magnificent territory, 


comprising more than 240,000 square 
miles, was guaranteed to the Indians 
"forever" by solemn treaty. 
More 


than half of it was designated as In- 
dian 
hunting 
grounds, whica no 


white man might enter without spec- 
ial permission 
from 
tiie Indians 


themselves. The Government agreed 
to abandon and dismantle tlie chain 
of forts established along tae Men- 
tana emigrant trail, running within 
a. few miles of the base cf the Big 
Hern Mountains, including Fort Re- 
no, situated on the middle fork of 
the Powder River; Fort Phil Kear- 
ney, oat Clear Fork of the 
same 


stream, and Fort C. F. Smith, on the 
Big Hern River. 


By this unwise and disastrous 


treaty not only were emigrants over 
the Montana trail" given over to the 
tender mercies of the 
Sioux, but 


much of the territory of the Crows, 
Shoshones and Bannocks 
was sur- 


rendered to them. The Montana trail 
was reddened with the blood of emi- 
grants; and the Shoshones, Crows 
and Bannocks were insulted, perse- 
cuted, harried and driven from pillar 
to post by the exulting Sioux. The 
treaty was consummated at Fort Lar- 
ainis in 1S6S. and the forts desig- 
nated were abandoned immediately. 
Red Cloud's name headed the list of 
chiefs and liead-men signing the 
treaty; 
and 
lie claimed—and was 


conceded—the glory for tlie consum- 
mation of this mosc advantageous 
treaty the red men. ever made with 
the American Government. By it the 
Sioux were guaranteed forever not 
only 
their 
own ancient 
hunting 


grounds, 
but 
also 
the 
hunting 


grounds of their hereditary enemies, 
upon which they had no legitimate 
claim whatever. As the Shoshcaes, 
Bannocks and Crows were friendly to 
.the whites and freely took the war- 
path against the Sionr on the side o£ 
the American soldiers, this Ignoble 
surrender of their lands looks at this 
distance like base treachery. 


A treaty so sweeping and compre- 


hensive in its provisions was sure to 
breed trouble. All of the Big Horn 
territory and most of the Black Hills 
region was definitely closed against 
the white men. True, it was consid- 
ered worthless at the time the treaty 


mad*; but it was &ot-Ion* mmtn 


rumors--were heard that there wa« 
fcold in the Black Hills. •. Red Cloud 
was relentless in pursuing, killing 
and scalping every white man eaoght 
in the-lands.of the Sioux—and was 
not^at all particular about confining 
his efforts within those lands. Final- 
ly, the rumors of gold in the Black 
Hills were confirmed by a military 
expedition led by General Custer in 
1874. After that, treaty obligations 
availed little to keep out the fiood 
of white adventurers. 
In spite of 


Government 
proclamations, 
Indian 


massacres, and all the dangers of an 
unknown and inhospitable region, by 
the fall of 1S75 the 
Black 
Hills 


echoed to the sound of the pick and 
shovel of the gold seekers, from Buf- 
falo Gap to Inyan Kara, and from 
Bear Gap to Great Canon. 
Nearly 


every stage bound for "the Hills" 
from Pierre, Bismarck, Sidney and 
Cheyenne was attacked by Indians, 
but it was not long until Deadwood, 
Montana City, Crook City and a score 
more rich but lawless mining camps 
were en ih& map, and until the whole 
Sioux nation was on the war path. 


The story of 
Crook's campaign 


against the Sionx has been tcld more 
often, raore picturesquely and with 
greater detail than that of any other 
portion of the long epoch of the In- 
dian wars. It must be confessed that 
in this instance the white men were 
the aggressors, seizing by force tha 
Black Hills region that had been 
guaranteed to the Indians by solemn 
treaty. This short, sharp and decisive 
Sioux war marked the downfall of 
Red Cloud's power—although through 
no fault cf his. He had 
all 
his 


preparations made to go out on the 
war path. In fact, a part of his band 
had already taken the war path, led 
by Chief Yellow Hand. 
They were 


met, defeated and driven back to the 
Red Cloud Agency by the American 
troops commanded by General Mer- 
ritt—the engagement taking place at 
War Bonnet Creek. 


A feature of the fight was a hand- 


to-hand conflict between Yellow Hand 
and Buffalo Bill, ending in the latter 
scalping his opponent, shouting as he 
did so, "First scalp for Custer,"' the 
massacre on the Little Big Horn hav- 
ing occurred three weeks before. A 
close watch was kept on Red Cloud 
from that time forward, preventing 
him from joining the hostile forces, 
but not preventing him from leading 
occasional bands of skulking war- 
riors in attacks on isolated parties of 
miners. 
During Sitting Bull's cam- 


paign in 1879, it is said that Red 
Cloud secretly 
aided 
the 
hostile 


tribesmen. 
As he was exceedingly 


jealous of Sitting Bull, however, this 
is doubtful. He had fought his last 
fight, and seemed at that time to 
realize that it would be well for him5 
to turn "good Indian" and enjoy the 
rations doled out at the agency of the 
Government against which he had 
fought so long.—New York Evening 
Post.

In his nature; it has sav?d the lives 
of his ancestors countless ximes and 
it is still one of his ruling passions."

know hercalf fromabaleof hay would 
have defended her young against the 
attack of a bear or a wolf in the 
most skilful and heroic manner; and 
the horse that was nearly frightened 
out of its skin by a white stone or 
by the flutter of a piece of newspaper 
by the roadside would find its own 
way back home over a long stretch 
of country or find its way to water 
in the desert with a certainty you or 
I could not approach. 


"The hen hawk that the farm boy 


finds so difficult to 
approach with 


his gun will yet alight upon his steel 
trap fastened to the top of a pole in 
the fields. The rabbit that can be so 
easily caught in a snare or in a box 
trap will yet conceal its nest and 
young ia the most ingenious manner. 
Where instinct or inherited knowl- 
edge can come into play, the animals 
ere very wise; but new conditions, new 
problems, bring out their ignorance."

FAMOUS 
INDIAN 
CHIEFS 
BOUND 
CITIZENWARD. 


RED CLOUD AND AMERICAN HORSE TQ END BLOODY CAREERS 


IN TAME FASHION—HOW RED CLOUD GAINED SUPREM- 


ACY OVER THE SIOUX—THE "FOREVER" TREATY OF 1868.

Onlj^ the other day Red Cloud and 
American Horse, the two most fam- 
ous of the surviviiag war chiefs of the 
Sioux Nation, accepted individual al- 
lotments of land, and became, under 
the act of Congress of 1877, full- 
ilddged American citizens, qualified 
to vote, required to pay taxes, and 
relinquishing forever the 
peculiar 
Immunities and 
privileges ' of 
the 
''wards of the Government." 
There 
are still ten Sioux war chiefs that 
cling to the old tribal relationships, 
but it Is probable that before .the 
close of the present year a majority 
of these will have followed the ex- 
ample set by Red Cloud and Ameri- 
can Horse, tind that by the time of 
the next Presidential election every 
living -w^r chief of the Sioux will be 
qualified to vote. 


,Of all Uncle Sam's aboriginal ene- 
mies, none were more implacable and 
stubborn than the Sioux, or Dakota 
•"Indians. 
They roamed at will over 
the vast stretch of territoi'y reaching 
from Lako Michigan to the Rocky 
Mountains, and from Saskatchewan 
fjo the Arkansas River. 
Most of the 
survivors are now settled peaceably 
on the Pine Ridge, Standing Rock» 
Rosebud, Cheyenne River and Devil's 
Lake Reservations. 
The extinction 
of the bufCalo rendered it impossible 
for the Indians .of the Great Plains 
to continue their nomadic career, and 
It was this rather than the valor of 
the American army ^that completed 
the conquest of the^Siout, and that 
makes it extremely improbable that 
they will ever again take the war- 
path. 


The surviving war chiefs, there- 
fore, are interesting links with the 
past, recalling days that will never 
be dulpicated. 
These days already 
seem so remote that it gives one a 
feeling of surprise to learn that the 
roll call of the surviving chiefs is 
Btill so long. 
On the Standing Rock 
Reservation, North Dakota, there are 
six—John Grasse, Mad Bear, Chlaka, 
No Heart, Black 
Bull and 
White 
Bull. 
On the Pine Ridge Reserva- 
tion, South Dakota, there are also 
six—Red 
Cloud. 
American Horse, 
Short Bull, Bad Wound, Rocky Bear, 
and Yellow Bear—belonging to the 
Ogallala division of the Sioux Na- 
tion. 
These are the last of the red 
commanders whose savage hosts used 
to terrorize the whole district crossed 
by the Overland and Montana emi- 
grant trails, 
from Denver to 
the 
Black Hills, and from the Missouri 
River to the Big Horn Mountains. 
Most of them were only sub-chiefs, 
whose voices made but little impres-' 
Bion around the council, fires. Only 
one of the twelve ever reached the 
dignity of head chieftainship of the 
whole Sioux Nation. .That was Red 
Cloud, who once wielded a power 
greater than that of any other Indi- 
an now living. 


Red 
Cloud is now more 
than 
eighty-four years old. living with his 
wife in more or less content near the 
Pine Ridge Agency. 
He is totally 
blind, almost deaf, and fast sinking 
Into dotage, 
bearing little 
resem- 
blance to the implacable warrior that 
used to terrorize the forty-niners on 
their way to California gold fields. He 
was born about the year 1822, on the 
North Platte River, near the site of 
old Fort Laramie. 
He inhen-ited his 
chieftainship*from his father, whose 
name was Red Cloud also, and who 
was a noted chief 
in his da3% al- 
though his wars were waged against 
the Crows, Choyennes, Utes, 
Ban- 
nocks, and Shoshones. 
Young Red 
Cloud took the warpath whea four- 
teen years old, and rose steadily until 
ho became the greatest 
and 
most 
powerful chief of his age and genera- 
tion—a position he held until he was 
formally deposed by General Crook 
in 1876, when Spotted Tail was made 
head chief of the Sioux Nation in his 
place. In his prime he was described 
as a magnificent specimen, of Indian 
manhood, six feet tall, weighing 200 
pounds, and capable of feats of pro- 
digious strength. 


Although Red Cloud was an hered- 
itary chief, that fact gave him no 
great standing among his people. In 
order to make his voice heard around 
the council fires and to attract an 
important following of warriors it 
was necessary for him to prove his 
right to leadership and to distinguish 
himself by deeds of personal valor. 
Along about 1850, the Sioux Nation, 
or rather that branch ot it in the 
neighborhood of Fort Laramie, was 
divided into two hostile bands, known 
as thp Bad Faces and the Cut Of£s, 
Red Cloud was chief of the Bad 
Faces, and Bull Bear of the Cut OifK, 
the latter sharing the honors with 
his son Little Wound. Several fights 
took place, between the two bands, 
but with no decisive result, until one 
day Jled Cloud was attacked by sev- 
en of hifi enemies. Although wound- 
ed in many places, hie physical pow- 
ers were so great that he succeeded 
In killing them all, cutting off Chief 
Bull Bear's head and bearing it In 
triumph to exhibit it to the admiring 
warriors. 


This exploit establl^ed his rlg4it 
to be considered one of the great 
leaders of the Sioux. 


In the years that followed. Red 
Cloud led his warriors in many fights 
against the Pawnees and Vtes, as 
fiisll as asntnst the'.common enemy, 


the white men. 
How many attacks 
ho led on the Overland stages and 
on the prairie schooners of emigrants 
crossing the plains, or how many 
fights he engaged In against frontier 
troops, cannot be even guessed at. 
He was bitterly opposed to the build- 
ing of the Union Pacific Railroad, 
dramatically 
withdrawing 
fröm 
a 
council at which most of the chiefs 
of the region" to be traversed gave 
their consent, with a declaration that 
he would never leave the warpath 
until the building of the railroad was 
abandoned and until the white men 
left the Buffalo Plains. 
He had yet 
to learn that "never" was a long, 
long time; and 
that 
the 
terrible 
white race 'possessed 
resources of 
which 
the 
red 
aborigines 
never 
dreamed. 


Judged from an Indian standpoint, 
Red 
Cloud^s 
greatest exploit was 
what is known as the Fetterman or 
Fort Phil Kearney massacre, of De- 
cember 22, 1S6G. Phil Kearney was 
founded by Colonel Carrington, in 
the foothills of the Big Horn Moun- 
tains of Wyoming, on a branch of the 
Powder River. 
On tho fatal 22d of 
December a party 
of 
woodcutters 
were at work 
down Plney 
Creek, 
about half a mile from the fort. 


They were attacked by a 
small 
band of Indians, and Lieutenant Fet- 
terman was sent to their relief with 
eighty-five soldiers and two other of- 
ficers. 
On the appearar^^e of the 
soldiers, 
the 
handful 
of 
Indians 
(there were only eight of 
them) 
slowly drew off, their actions leading 
the white men to believe that their 
ponies were lame and tired. 
Lieu- 
tenant Fetterman had been ordered 
simply to relieve the 
woodcutters, 
but on no account to pursue the red- 
skins. 
Disregarding these instruc- 
tions, he and his men followed the 
retreating warriors. 
Entering a nar- 
row canon, they were suddenly at- 
tacked by an overwhelming host of 
more than 1500 savages. 
They were 
in a trap from which escape was im- 
possible; and not one of the one hun- 
dred white men (including the wood- 
cutters) escaped alive. 
The decoy 
was planned and the ambush directed 
by Red Cloud in person, 
and 
his 
fame now eclipsed that of any other 
chieftain in America. 
The Cut Offs 
forgot their long hostility and joined 
him, and he became in fact as well 
as name the unquestioned chief of 
the whole Sioux Nation—at that time 
numbering more than 
75,000 
per- 
sons. 
The Cheyennes and other 
tribes sought alliance with his forces, 
so that it is doubtful if any other v/ar 
chief in America ever wielded a pow- 
er and influence as great as that of 
Red Cloud during the decade from 
1866 to 1876. 


The country was sick of the inter- 
minable tales of Indian wars, and the 
Fetterman massacre seemed the last 
straw. 
With undignified haste 
the 
Government agreed to a treaty with 
the Sioux, abandoning to them nearly 
all 
of 
North 
and 
South Dakota, 
northern Nebraska, northern Wyom- 
ing, and northern and eastern Mon- 
tana. 
This 
magnificent 
territory, 
comprising more than 240,000 square 
miles, was guaranteed to the Indians 
*'forever" by solemn treaty. 
More 
than half of it was designated as In- 
dian 
hunting 
grounds, 
v/hich no 
white man might enter without spec- 
ial 
permission 
from 
the 
Indians 
themselves. 
The Government agreed 
to abandon and dismantle tlie chain 
of forts established along the Mon- 
tana emigrant trail, running within 
a few miles of the base of the Big 
Horn Mountains, including Fort Re- 
no, situated on the middle fork of 
the Powder River; Fort Phil Kear- 
ney, on Clear Fork 
of 
the 
same 
stream, and Fort C. F. Sraith, on the 
Big Horn River. 


By this 
unwise 
and 
disastrous 
treaty not only were emigrants over 
the Montana trail' given over to the 
tender mercies of 
the 
Sioux, but 
much of the territory of the Crows,. 
Shoshones and Bannocks 
was sur- 
rendered to them, Tho Montana trail 
was reddened with the blood of emi- 
grants; and .the Shoshones,^. Crows 
and Bannocks were Insulted, perse- 
cuted, har^'ied ai;d driven from pillar 
to post by the exulting Sioux, 'The 
treaty was consummated at Fort Lar- 
amie in 186S, and the forts desig-, 
nated were abandoned immediately. 
Red Cloud's name headed the list of 
chiefs and; head-men 
signing 
the 
treaty; 
and 
he claimed—and was 
conceded-—the glory for the consum- 
matipn of this most advantageous 
treaty the red men ever made with 
the America^i Government. By it the 
Sioux were guaranteed forever not 
only 
their 
own ancient 
hunting 
grounds, 
but 
also 
the 
hunting 
grounds of their hereditary enemies, 
upon which they had no legitimate 
claim whatever. 
As the Shoshones, 
Bannocks and Crows were friendly to 
.the whites and freely took the war- 
path against the Siour on the side of 
the American soldiers,' this Ignoble 
surrender of theii: lands looks at thi^ 
distance like base treachery. 


A treaty so sweeping and compre-* 
henslve in its provisions was sure to 
breed trouble. 
All of the Big Horn 
territoi-y and most of the Black Hills 
region was definitely closed against 
the white men. True, it was consldr 
ered worthli^ss at the time the treaty 


WM tniid«; but it was not Ions until 
rumors-w6re heard that thero was 
gold in the Black Hills. 
Red Cloud 
was relentless in pursuing, killing 
and Bcalpltig every white man (taught 
In the* lands of the Sioux—and waa 
not^at all particular about confining 
his efforts within those lands. Final- 
ly, tho rumors of gold in tho Black 
Hills were confirmed by a military 
expedition led by General Custer in 
1874. After that, treaty obligations 
availed little to keep out the flood 
of white adventurers. 
In spite of 
Government 
proclamations, 
Indian 
massacres, and all the dangers of an 
unknown and inhospitable region, by 
the fall of 1875 the 
Black 
Hills 
echoed to tho sound of the pick and 
shovel of the gold seekers, from Buf- 
falo Gap to Inyan Kara, and from 
Bear Gap to Great Canon. 
Nearly 
every stage bound for "the Hills'* 
from Pierre, Bismarck, Sidney and 
Cheyenne was attacked by Indians, 
but it was not long until Deadwood, 
Montana City, Crook City and a score 
more rich but lawless mining camps 
were on the map, and until the whole 
Sioux nation was on the war path. 


The story of 
Crook's 
campaign 
against the Sioux has been told more 
often, more picturesquely and with 
greater detail than that of any other 
portion of the long epoch of the In- 
dian wars. It must be confessed that 
in this instance the white men were 
the aggressors, seizing by force the 
Black Hills region that had been 
guaranteed to the Indians by solemn 
treaty. This short, sharp and decisive 
Sioux war marked the downfall of 
Red Cloud's power—although through 
no fault of his. 
He had 
all 
his 
preparations made to go out on the 
war path. In fact, a part of his band 
had already taken the war path, led 
by Chief Yellow Hand. 
They were 
met, defeated and driven back to the 
Red Cloud Agency by the American 
troops commanded by General Mer- 
rltt—the engagement taking place at 
War Bonnet Creek. 


A feature of the fight was a hand- 
to-hand conflict between Yellow Hand 
and Buffalo Bill, ending in tho latter 
scalping his opponent, shouting as he 
did so, "First scalp for Custer," the 
massacre on the Little Big Horn hav- 
ing occurred three Aveeks before. A! 
close watch was kept on Red Cloud 
from that time forward, preventing 
him from joining the hostile forces, 
but not preventing him from leading 
occasional bands of skulking war- 
riors in attacks on Isolated parties ot 
miners. 
During Sitting Bull's cam- 
paign in 1879, it is said that Red 
Cloud secretly 
aided 
the 
hostile 
tribesmen. 
As he was exceedingly 
Jealous of Sitting Bull, however, thla 
Is doubtful. 
He had fought his last 
fight, and seemed at that time to 
realize that it would be well for hid 
to turn "good Indian" and enjoy the 
rations doled out at the agency of the 
Government against which he had 
fought so long.—New York Evening 
Post.

Our fields and woods has thus, con- 
tends Mr. Burroughs, been mlsropre- 
Rented: 


"The animals 
Unite such 
isnor- 
ance with such apparent knowledge, 
such stupidity with such cleverness, 
that in our estimate of them wo are 
likely to rate their wit 
cither too 
high or too low. With them, knowl- 
edge does not fade into Ignorance, 
AS it does in man; tho contrast is 
like that between night 
and 
day, 
with no twilight between. 
So keen 
one moment, so blind the next! 


Think of tho 
ignorance 
of tho 
horse after all his long association 
with man; of tho 
trifling 
things 
along the street at 
which ho 
will 
take fright, till he rushes off in a 
wild panic of fear, endangering his 
own neck and the ncck of his driver. 
One would think that if he had a paj- 
tide of sense he would know that an 
old hat or a bit of paper was harm- 
less, 
But fear is deeply implanted 
in his nature; it has saved tho lives 
of his ancestors -countless times and 
it Is still one of his ruling passions." 


Thus Mr. Burroughs has known a 
cow to put her head between trees 
and not have wit enough to get free 
by simply lifting her head. 
But the 
best example of tho ''grotesque ig- 
norance" of a cow 
of 
which 
Mr, 
Burroughs knows anything is found 
In Hamerton's work on animals:

But her calf had died, so 
the herdsman took the skin of the 
calf, stuffed It with hay and stood 
It up before the inconsolable mother.

ural to her than that her calf should 
turn out to be made of hay! 


"Yet this very cow that did not 
know hercalf fromabaleof hay would 
have defended her young against the 
attack of a bear or a wolf in the 
most skilful and heroic manner; and 
the horse that was nearly frightened 
out of its skin by a white stone or 
by the flutter of a piece of newspaper 
by the roadside would find its own 
way back home over a long stretch 
of country or find its way to water 
In the desert with a certainty you or 
I could not approach.

his gun will yet alight upon his steel 
trap fastened to the top of a pole in 
the fields. The rabbit that can be so

American Horse, the two most fam­ 
ous of the surviving war chiefs of the 
Sioux Nation, accepted individual al­ 
lotments of land, and became, under 
the act of Congress of 1S77, full- 
fledged American citizens, qualified 
to vote, required to pay taxes, and 
relinquishing forever the 
peculiar 
immunities and privileges ' of the 
41 wards of the Government.” 
There 
are still ten Sioux war chiefs that 
cling to the old tribal relationships, 
but it is probable that before ,the 
close of the present year a majority 
of these will have followed the ex­ 
ample set by Red Cloud and- Ameri­ 
can Horse, tind that by the time of 
the next Presidential election every 
living w^ar chief of the Sioux will be 
qualified to vote. 


Of all Uncle Sam’s aboriginal ene­ 
mies, none were more implacable and 
stubborn than the Sioux, or Dakota 
'Indians. 
They roamed at will over 
the vast stretch of territory reaching 
from Lake Michigan to the Rocky 
Mountains, and from Saskatchewan 
ip the Arkansas River. 
Most of the 
survivors are now settled peaceably 
on the Pine Ridge, Standing Rock, 
Rosebud, Cheyenne River and Devil's 
Lake Reservations. 
The extinction 
of the buffalo rendered it impossible 
for the Indians #of the Great Plains 
to continue their nomadic career, and 
It was this rather than the valor of 
the American army J:hat completed 
the conquest of the "Siout, and that 
makes it extremely improbable that 
they will ever again take the war­ 
path. 


The surviving war chiefs, there­ 
fore, are interesting links with the 
past, recalling days that will never 
be dulpicated. 
These days already 
seem so remote that it gives one a 
feeling of surprise to learn that the 
roll call of the surviving chiefs is 
still so long. 
On the Standing Rock 
Reservation, North Dakota, there are 
six—John Grasse, Mad Bear, Chiaka, 
No Heart, Black Bull and White 
Bull. 
On the Pine Ridge Reserva­ 
tion, South Dakota, there are also 
six—Red 
Cloud, 
American Horse, 
Short Bull, Bad Wound, Rocky Bear, 
and Yellow Bear—belonging to the 
Ogallala division of the Sioux Na­ 
tion. 
These are the last of the red 
commanders whose savage hosts used 
to terrorize the whole district crossed 
by the Overland and Montana emi­ 
grant trails, from Denver to the 
Black Hills, and from the Missouri 
River to the Big Horn Mountains. 
Most of them were only sub-chiefs, 
whose voices made but little impres­ 
sion around the council, fires. 
Only 
one of the twelve ever reached the 
dignity of head chieftainship of the 
whole Sioux Nation. .That was Red 
Cloud, who once wielded a power 
greater than that of any other Indi­ 
an now living. 


Red Cloud is now more than 
eighty-four years old, living with his 
wife in more or less content near the 
Pine Ridge Agency. 
He is totally 
blind, almost deaf, and fast sinking 
Into dotage, bearing little resem­ 
blance to the implacable warrior that 
used to terrorize the forty-niners on 
their way to California gold fields. He 
was born about the year 1822, on the 
North Platte River, near the site of 
old Fort Laramie. 
He inherited his 
chieftainship * from his father, whose 
name was Red Cloud also, and who 
wa3 a noted chief in his day, al­ 
though his wars were waged against 
the Crows, Choyennes, Utes, Ban­ 
nocks, and Shoshones. 
Young Red 
Cloud took the warpath when four­ 
teen years old, and rose steadily until 
he became the greatest and most 
powerful chief of his age and genera­ 
tion—a position he held until he was 
formally deposed by General Crook 
in 1876, when Spotted Tail* was made 
head chief of the Sioux Nation in his 
place. In his prime he was described 
as a magnificent specimen, of Indian 
manhood, six feet tall, weighing 200 
pounds, and capable of feats of pro­ 
digious strength. 


Although Red Cloud was an hered­ 
itary chief, that fact gave him no 
great standing among his people. In 
order to make his voice heard around 
the council fires and to attract an 
important following of warriors it 
was necessary for him to prove his 
right to leadership and to distinguish 
himself by deeds of personal valor. 
Along about 1850, the Sioux Nation, 
or rather that branch ol it in the 
neighborhood of Fort Laramie, was 
divided into two hostile bands, known 
as the Bad Faces and the Cut Offs. 
Red Cloud was chief of the Bad 
Faces, and Bull Bear of the Cut Ofte, 
the latter sharing the honors with 
his son Little Wound. Several fights 
took place, between the two bands, 
but with no decisive result, until one 
day ¡Red Cloud was attacked by sev­ 
en of his enemies. Although wound­ 
ed in many places, his physical pow­ 
ers were so great that he succeeded 
in killing them all, cutting off Chief 
Bull Bear's bead and bearing it in 
triumph to exhibit it to the admiring 
warriors. 


This exploit established his rigfct 
to be considered one of the great 
leaders of the Sioux. 


In the years that followed, Red 
Cloud led his warriors in many fights 
against the Pawnees and Utes, as 
jM l as agninst the' .common eiiemy, 


ho led on the Overland stages and 
on the prairie schooners of emigrants 
crossing the plains, or how many 
fights he engaged in against frontier 
troops, cannot be even guessed at. 
He was bitterly opposed to the build­ 
ing of the Union Pacific Railroad, 
dramatically 
withdrawing frflm a 
council at which most of the chiefs 
of the region ‘ to be traversed gave 
their consent, with a declaration that 
he would never leave the warpath 
until the building of the railroad was 
abandoned and until the white men 
left the Buffalo Plains. 
He had yet 


to learn that “never” was a Ion?** 
long time; and 
that the terrible 
white race 1 possessed 
resources of 
which 
the 
red 
aborigines 
never 
dreamed. 


Judged from an Indian standpoint, 
Red 
Cloud’s 
greatest exploit was 
what is known as the Fetterman or 
Fort Phil Kearney massacre, of De­ 
cember 22, 1S6G. 
Phil Kearney was 
founded by Colonel Carrington, in 
the foothills of the Big Horn Moun­ 
tains of Wyoming, on a branch of the 
Powder River. 
On the fatal 22d of 
December a party of woodcutters 
were at work down Piney Creek, 
about half a mile from the fort. 


They were attacked by a small 
band of Indians, and Lieutenant Fet­ 
terman was sent to their relief with 
eighty-five soldiers and two other of­ 
ficers. 
On the appearar«'e of the 
soldiers, 
the 
handful 
of 
Indians 
(there were only eight of them) 
slowly drew off, their actions leading 
the white men to believe that their 
ponies were lame and tired. 
Lieu­ 
tenant Fetterman had been ordered 
simply to relieve the woodcutters, 
but on no account to pursue the red­ 
skins. 
Disregarding these instruc­ 
tions, he and his men followed the 
retreating warriors. Entering a nar­ 
row canon, they were suddenly at­ 
tacked by an overwhelming host of 
more than 1500 savages. 
They were 
in a trap from which escape was im­ 
possible; and not one of the one hun­ 
dred white men (including the wood­ 
cutters) escaped alive. 
The decoy 
was planned and the ambush directed 
by Red Cloud in person, and his 
fame now eclipsed that of any other 
chieftain in America. 
The Cut Offs 
forgot their long hostility and joined 
him, and he became in fact as well 
as name the unquestioned chief of 
the whole Sioux Nation—at that time 
numbering more than 75,000 per­ 
sons. 
The Cheyennes and other 
tribes sought alliance with his forces, 
so that it is doubtful if any other v/ar 
chief in America ever wielded a pow­ 
er and influence as great as that of 
Red Cloud during the decade from 
1866 to 1S76. 


The country was sick of the inter­ 
minable tales of Indian wars, and the 
Fetterman massacre seemed the last 
straw. 
With undignified haste the 
Government agreed to a treaty with 
the Sioux, abandoning to them nearly 
all of North 
and 
South Dakota, 
northern Nebraska, northern Wyom­ 
ing, and northern and eastern Mon­ 
tana. 
This 
magnificent territory, 
comprising more than 240,000 square 
miles, was guaranteed to the Indians 
“forever** by solemn treaty. 
More 
than half of it was designated as In­ 
dian 
hunting 
grounds, 
which no 
white man might enter without spec­ 
ial 
permission 
from 
the 
Indians 
themselves. 
The Government agreed 
to abandon and dismantle tlie chain 
of forts established along the Mon­ 
tana emigrant trail, running within 
a few miles of the base of the Big 
Horn Mountains, including Fort Re­ 
no, situated on the middle fork of 
the Powder River; Fort Phil Kear­ 
ney, on Clear Fork of the same 
stream, and Fort C. F. Smith, on the 
Big Horn River. 


By this 
unwise and 
disastrous 
treaty not only were emigrants over 
the Montana trail* given over to the 
tender mercies of the 
Sioux, but 
much of the territory of the Crows,. 
Shoshones and Bannocks 
was sur­ 
rendered to them. The Montana trail 
was reddened with the blood of emi­ 
grants; and ,the Shoshones,, Crows 
and Bannocks were insulted, perse­ 
cuted, harried and driven from pillar 
to post by the exulting Sioux, 'The 
treaty was consummated at Fort Lar­ 
amie in 186S, and the forts desig­ 
nated were abandoned immediately. 
Red Cloud’s name headed the list of 
chiefs and; head-men signing the 
treaty; 
and 
he claimed— and was 
conceded*—the glory for the consum­ 
mation of this most advantageous 
treaty the red men ever made with 
the America^ Government. By it the 
Sioux were guaranteed forever not 
only 
their 
own ancient 
hunting 
grounds, 
but 
also 
the 
hunting 
grounds of their hereditary enemies, 
upon which they had no legitimate 
claim whatever. 
As the Shoshones, 
Bannocks and Crows were friendly to 
.the whites and freely took the war­ 
path against the Siour on the side of 
the American soldiers,* this ignoble 
surrender of theli; lands looks at thi^ 
distance like base treachery. 


A treaty so sweeping and compre-* 
hensive in its provisions was sure to 
breed trouble. 
All of the Big Horn 
territory and most of the Black Hills 
region was definitely closed against 
the white men. True, it was considr 
ered worthless at the time the treaty 


| was mart*; but it was not'long until 
rumors- w6re heard that there was 
gold in the Black Hills.*. Red Cloud 
was relentless in pursuing, killing 
and scalping every white man ¿aught 
in the* lands of the Sioux—and was 
not, at all particular about confining 
his efforts within those lands. Final­ 
ly* the rumors of gold in the Black 
Hills were confirmed by a military 
expedition led by General Custer in 
1874. 
After that, treaty obligations 
availed little to keep out the flood 
of white adventurers. 
In spite of 
Government 
proclamations, 
Indian 
massacres, and all the dangers of an 
unknown and inhospitable region, by 
the fall of 1S75 the 
Black 
Hills 
echoed to the sound of the pick and 
shovel of the gold seekers, from Buf­ 
falo Gap to Inyan Kara, and from 
Bear Gap to Great Canon. 
Nearly 
every stage bound for “the Hills'* 
from Pierre, Bismarck, Sidney and 
Cheyenne was attacked by Indians, 
but it was not long until Deadwood, 
Montana City, Crook City and a score 
more rich but lawless mining camps 
were on the map, and until the whole 
Sioux nation was on the war path. 


The story of 
Crook’s 
campaign 
against the Sioux has been told more 
often, more picturesquely and with 
greater detail than that of any other 
portion of the long epoch of the In­ 
dian wars. It must be confessed that 
in this instance the white men were 
the aggressors, seizing by force the 
Black Hills region that had been 
guaranteed to the Indians by solemn 
treaty. This short, sharp and decisive 
Sioux war marked the downfall of 
Red Cloud’s power—although through 
no fault of his. 
He had 
all 
his 
preparations made to go out on the 
war path. In fact, a part of his band 
had already taken the war path, led 
by Chief Yellow Hand. 
They were 
met, defeated and driven back to the 
Red Cloud Agency by the American 
troops commanded by General Mer­ 
ritt—the engagement taking place at 
War Bonnet Creek. 


A feature of the fight was a hand- 
to-hand conflict between Yellow Hand 
and Buffalo Bill, ending in the latter 
scalping his opponent, shouting as he 
did so, “First scalp for Custer,” the 
massacre on the Little Big Horn hav­ 
ing occurred three weeks before. 
A1 
close watch was kept on Red Cloud 
from that time forward, preventing 
him from joining the hostile forces, 
but not preventing him from leading 
occasional bands of skulking war­ 
riors in attacks on isolated parties of 
miners. 
During Sitting Bull’s cam­ 
paign in 1879, it is said that Red 
Cloud secretly 
aided 
the 
hostile 
tribesmen. 
As he was exceedingly 
jealous of Sitting .Bull, however, this 
is doubtful. 
He had fought his last 
fight, and seemed at that time ta 
realize that it would be well for hiid 
to turn “good Indian” and enjoy the 
rations doled out at the agency of the 
Government against which he had 
fought so long.—New York Evening 
Post.

John Burroughs Is now expressing 
regret at having made too much of 
tho gleams of intelligence of birds 
and beasts that have come under his 
observation. 
Tho everyday life or 
Our fields and woods has thus, con­ 
tends Mr. Burroughs, been misrepre- 
Rented: 


“The animals 
Unite such 
ignor­ 
ance with such apparent knowledge, 
such stupidity with such cleverness, 
that in our estimate of them wo are 
likely to rate their wit 
either too 
high or too low. With them, knowl­ 
edge does not fade into ignorance, 
as it does In man; tho contrast is 
like that between night 
and 
day, 
with no twilight between. 
So keen 
one moment, so blind tho next! 


Think of tho 
ignorance 
of tho 
horse after all his long association 
with man; of tho 
trifling 
things 
along the street at 
which ho 
will 
tako fright, till he rushes off in a 
wild panic of fear, endangering his 
own neck and the neck of his driver. 
One would think that if he had a par­ 
ticle o£ sense he would know that an 
old hat or a bit of paper was harm­ 
less. 
But fear is deeply implanted 
In his nature; it has saved the lives 
of his ancestors countless times and 
it is still one of his ruling passions." 


Thus Mr. Burroughs has known a 
cow to put her head between trees 
and not have wit enough to get free 
by simply lifting her head. 
But the 
best example of tho “grotesque ig­ 
norance” of a cow 
of 
which 
Mr. 
Burroughs knows anything is found 
in Hamerton’s work on animals: 


“The cow would not 4give ddwn, 
her milk unless she had her calf be­ 
fore her. 
But her calf had died, so 
the herdsman took the skin of the 
calf, stuffed it with hay and stood 
it up before the inconsolable mother. 
Instantly she 
proceeded 
to lick it 
and to yield her milk. 
One day, in 
licking it, she ripped open tho seams 
and out rolled the hay. 
This 
the 
mother at once 
proceeded 
to eat, 
without any 
look of 
surprise or 
alarm. 
She liked hay herself, her 
acquaintance 
with 
it was of 
long 
standing, and what was more nat­ 
ural to her than that her calf should 
turn out to be made of hay! 


“Yet this very cow that did not 
know her calf from a bale of hay would 
have defended her young against the 
attack of a bear or a wolf In the 
most skilful and heroic manner; and 
the horse that was nearly frightened 
out of its skin by a white stone or 
by the flutter of a piece of newspaper 
by the roadside would find its own 
way back home over a long stretch 
of country or find its way to water 
in the desert with a certainty you or 
I could not approach. 


“The hen hawk that the farm boy 
finds so difficult to 
approach 
with 
his gun will yet alight upon his steel 
trap fastened to the top of a pole In 
the fields. The rabbit that can be so 
easily caught in a snare or in a box 
trap will yet conceal 
its nest 
and 
young in the most ingenious manner. 
Where instinct or inherited knowl­ 
edge can come into play, the animals 
tre very wise; but new conditions, new 
problems, bring out their ignorance.**

It was not until my Aunt Susan bad 
banged the door, and I stood solitary 
in the hall of her modest dwelling, 
that I realized that never before dur­ 
ing my varied bachelor’s existence of 
thirty-five years had I spent a night 
entirely alone in a house. 
Through 
the half-open door of the parlor came 
two sounds—the fizz or hiss of the in­ 
candescent light and the slow ticking 
of my Aunt 
Susan’s 
grandfather’s 
clock. 
And these 
two sounds, 
one 
fussy and capricious, the other solemn 
and infinitely regular, seemed each in 
its own way to bear some secret and 
awe-inspiring significance; seemed to 
compel me to think of all the other 
dark and deserted rooms in the little 
house—of the tiled kitchen, and the 
coal cellar, and my aunt’s large and 
prim bedroom (just the sort of bed­ 
room that an energetic widow with 
pronounced views about jam-making 
and the catechism would inhabit), and 
the small spare bedroom where I was 
to sleep, and the extraordinary bath­ 
room up in the attic. And it occurred 
to me for the first time what a curi­ 
ous, creepy, mysterious, inexplicably 
alive sort of thing a human house 
really was. 


Then I thought suddenly and boldly, 
<‘Wliat rot!” and went into the parlor 
and sat down. 


I had come to spend a couple of 
nights under the austere roof of my 
Aunt Susan, partly from a sense of 
■duty, partly from a genuine desire to 
renew the 
sensations 
of my early 
youth in the neighborhood where I 
was born, and partly perhaps because 
•of the fact (notorious in the bar mess) 
.that the principal hotel in the next 
town, where the assizes were being 
held, was a bad hotel. My aunt’s cook­ 
ing (she kept no servant, being poor) 
was plain, but perfect, and she had 
often suggested that I was too proud 
to stay with her. 
So at last I came. 
And she welcomed me sincerely in her 
Midland manner, and fed me to the 
full with rare Midland dishes that I 
had not tasted for many years.

I respected her, and I rather 
Jiked, after years of London, years of 
Xrock coats and late dinners and even­ 
ing dress and clubs and theatres, to 
1x3 back again amid the social customs 
of my obscure origin—where one dined 
a t 12.30 and had high tea at six and a 
sna^k of bread and cheese at nine and 
removed one’s boots in the parlor and 
didn’t converse unless one had some­ 
thing to say. 
In fact, I enjoyed my 
evening. 


And then, at half-past nine, had 
come the message that the first child 
of my Aunt Susan’s eldest niece by 
marriage (my cousin) had just been 
successfully born, in the next town, 
and would my Aunt Susan care to go 
over at once? 
It was a hard strug­ 
gle, in my aunt’s mind, between that 
baby and me; of course, the baby 
won. 
My aunt sagaciously remarked 
that we couldn’t talk ail night, she 
and I, and that she would return to 
prepare breakfast, on the early work­ 
men’s car, and thus we should lose 
.nothing by her expedition to the bed- 
.side of her eldest niece by marriage. 
And so she had banged the door and 
departed. 


A s ' I sat in the parlor, glancing 
casually at a brief, there was a sud­ 
den tap in the corner of the room (1 
started, and thought of mice behind 
the ancient oak paneling of immemo­ 
rial castles—but this was a cottage of 
eighteen shillings a month), then a 
»mothered groan, then a long, uneasy, 
presaging whirr, and then the grand­ 
father’s clock burst into song and an­ 
nounced ten on its brass, gong with 
a kind of impassioned clangor. 
The 
strike of that elode was simply terri­ 
fic; it caused the room to vibrate; it 
also caused me to imagine that I was 
shut alone in the house with an in­ 
human monster. 
But the clock was a 
^beautiful clock, with a case of carved 
oak and a most exquisite dial. 
I en* 
•vied my aunt that clock. 
I would 
Jiave offered to buy it from her at a 
liberal figure had I not been sure 
th at she would have regarded the sugr 
gestion as an insult to her self-respect, 
i t was her poverty (comparative pov­ 
erty, that is to say—she had enough 


live on decently) that was the cause 
*t>f my Aunt 
Susan’s 
touch-me-not 
pride. 
She constantly complained of 
her hard and penurious lot; but if any 
Tvlalive had proposed, however deli­ 


cately, 16 make her an allowance, she 
would have fiounccd him out of the 
house in no time. 


When the clock had quite finished 
striking ten I decided to go to bed. 
No one who has not slept alone in a 
house, just an ordinary house, will 
appreciate my feelings. 
I was afraid 
of the interior of tho house, and of 
the silence and the emptiness and the 
solitude, and of the dark corners, and 
of everything and of nothing. I heard 
sounds when there was no sound, and 
I had sensations like caterpillars glid­ 
ing down my spine. 
However, being 
brave and determined and a success­ 
ful barrister, I rose from my chair, 
gathered up my briefs, extinguished 
the gas in the parlor, went out, shut 
the door, bolted the front door, lit a 
candle, 
extinguished the gas in 
the 
hall, climbed the 
stairs (ugh! 
the 
shadows), entered my bedroom, shut 
the bedroom door, and retired to rest. 


I always read by briefs in bed, when 
on circuit, and I tried to read them 
then. But my eyes wandered over the 
page, struggling vainly for the sense. 
I was thinking all the time of all the 
other rooms in the little house, and 
of burglars, ghosts, strange appari­ 
tions and sudden deaths—in short, I 
went through the usual experiences. 
I thought I could 
hear 
something 
creeping about in the bathroom over­ 
head, and then I thought I could hear 
the clock ticking. 
And I whispered, 
“Suppose 
. 
. 
.” 
(Suppose what? I 
couldn’t tell you). 
At length I drop­ 
ped the briefs and blew out the can­ 
dle, and resolved not to be a silly ass, 
but to go to sleep. 
The next house 
was scarcely fifty yards off, and two 
respectably large towns were within 
a mile on east and west. 


I really believe I was succeeding, 
when my sensitive ear caught the vi­ 
bration of a dreadful thud—thud be­ 
neath the floor. 
It 
was the 
clock 
striking eleven, merely that. } could 
not hear the ring of the gong, but the 
heavy impact of the hammer on the 
metal affected all my body! 
“That 
confounded machine will wake me up 
every hour,” I reflected. 
“I must stop 
it.” 
And lighting the candle again, I 
the clock, which was ticking as calm­ 
ly and leisurely as though nothing had 
happened. 
Instead of stopping it, I 
merely detached the right hand weight

Open Graves of Pima Cemeteries—Hopis* Two Burlals-Curious Litter Used 


by Coalniillas--Indians That Put Bodies of Dead in- 
. Caves--Tribes That Cremate*

HAI EVER partakes of the 
mysterious appeals to the 
D \ A / O mind of the Indian. 
Su- 
K 
F perstitious by nature and 


'IX Q if 
education and imagination 
to an extreme, all that is 
unknown and unfathomed is asso­ 
ciated with the miraculous and super­ 
natural. and he lives in an atmosphere 
of mysticism. 
Death is to him a cir­ 
cumstance of the highest degree of 
mystery, says the Los Angeles Times, 
and the ceremonies attending the fune­ 
ral and burial are, therefore, elaborate 
and in many cases imposing. 


The services over the dead vary 
greatly with different tribes, and the 
methods of disposing of the bodies 
are many. 
Inhumation is, perhaps, 
the most common method of putting 
away the dead, but even here there is 
a variety of customs. Some bury the 
dead in a sitting posture. 
Others 
double the body together and bind it 
with cords. 
Still others stand the 
body upright, and in other cases the 
corpse is given a recumbent position. 
Several of the* tribes of the Southwest 
practice cremation; some dispose of 
their dead by placing the bodies upon 
oievated platforms; 
others 
entomb 
them in stone cysts, caves, huts or 
other buildings, while some of the 
coast tribes sink the bodies in the 
waters of the ocean. 


The Pima Indians bury their dead 
Immediately, or as soon after death as 
possible. 
The burial generally takes 
place in the night time. The body is 
prepared for the grave by being tied 
double with ropes passed under the 
knees and around the neck. 
When 
the medicine man of the tribe pro­ 
nounces death inevitable, the grave is 
prepared. 
This is a perfectly round 
hole, four or five feet deep, just large 
enough to receive the body. 
It often 
happens that the medicine man makes 
a mistake in the diagnosis of the case 
and the patient recovers. 
His grave 
is then left unfilled until such time as 
he is ready to occupy it. Should other 
members of the tribe die first, new 
graves are prepared for them, the oilier 
being left to yawn till it gets thè one 
for whom it was made. 
It therefore 
happeps that nearly every Pima ceme­ 
tery contains several open graves. 


The burial is accompanied by cnant- 
ing by the mourners, words laudatory 
to the departed being improvised. The 
grave is tilled while the weird songs 
are being sung and a pole fence or 
covering is then constructed to protect 
the grave from the depredations of 
coyotes or other wild animals. 
The 
immediate relatives of the departed 
cut their hair as a sign of their mourn­ 
ing, and they cease their occupations 
several weeks. 


Immediately after the services at 
the grave the house and personal ef­ 
fects of the departed are burned and 
his or her cattle and horses are slaugh­ 
tered and cooked. A great feast is then 
made in which all members of the 
tribe in the vicinity take part. 


The Navajos have a horror of death, 
and will not approach , a corpse save 
of necessity. When death occurs in a 
dwelling it Is immediately dbandoned, 
and as soon as practicable a new home 
is built. In the meantime the surviv­ 
ing members of the household camp 
out or take refuge with other mem­ 
bers of the tribe. 


Sometimes the house where the 
death takes place is made to serve as 
a tomb for the dead, the doorway being 
filled with sticks and mud. It is more 
usual, however, for the body to be 
buried in a grave prepared for it, 
the remains being convej*ed to the 
grave the next day after death by 
two perfectly naked Indians who, 
after the funeral, purify themselves 
before resuming their apparel. 


The body is followed by a long pro­ 
cession of friends and relatives who 
march about the grave chanting songs 
and who, upon departing, deposit each 
upon the grave some article which the 
departed will need in making his jour­ 
ney to the lower world—the location 
of the Navajo spirit land. 


The Hop! Indians have one burial 
custom l’or adults and another for 
children. They believe that the spirits 
of the latter return to their mothers 
and that they are born again. 
They, 
therefore, dispose of the bodies of the 
young by putting them in the clefts 
in the rocks in the mesa, in any con­ 
venient place, filling the crevice with 
sticks, stones and mud. 
The bodies 
of adults are laid in graves at the foot 
of the mesa. 
After being carefully 
dressed and prepared for a long jour­ 
ney a prayer offering is laid with the 
body, to which is attached a long 
string, and the body is then covered 
and a pile of stones laid on the grave. 
The string, which is left projecting 
from the grave, is then laid in a long 
trench running due west from the 
cairn. 


It is the belief of the Hopis that the 
spirit of the departed, which is thought 
to be asleep with the body in the 


grave, awakes at the expirn;ion oi 
the fourth day, when it is supposed to 
follow the string up out of the gravo 
and along the trench, when, having 
been started in the right direction, it 
continues on its westward way till it a 
comes to the Grand Canon, in the 
depths of which they believe to be the 
house for the dead, to which they have 
given the name of “Maski.” 


The Apaches put their dead away in 
the clefts of the rocks, in shailow 
graves, and, in the case of children, in 
the treetops frequently. 
They chant 
the virtues of the departed at the time 
of burial, and the imniediatc friends of 
the deceased give themsolves up to 
mourning for a period. 


In the Coahuilla Cemetery, in the 
Colorado Desert, is a curious litter 
used by Indians to convey their dead to 
their last resting place. It consists of 
two poles, the hands of which are 
cunningly inlaid with tiny pieces of 
horn and bone, the poles being joined 
together by stringers of horse hide, 
upon which the bodies are laid. The 
burial of the dead is accompanied by 
elaborate ceremonies, including the 
chanting of songs and prayers and the 
giving of gifts to the departed, and the 
burning of the palm tree which was 
planted at the birth of the departed 
and which bore his or her name. 


The Yuma Indians of the Colorado 
Desert cremate their <>ad. A funeral 
pyre is erected as soon as, or before, 
death takes place, and the burning of . 
the body takes place as soon after 
death as the arrangements can be 
completed. The clothing and personal 
effects of the departed are consumed 
with the body, together with a quantity 
of food to last the soirit m its journey 
to the realm of pleasure, whence it 
is bound. 
The house is also burned, 
that those who survive may not be ♦ 
reminded of one who is gone, for, they 
say, “memory is but sorrow; therefore 
let us forget.” 
• The Ute Indians place the bodies of 
their dead In caves, many bodies being 
entombed within a single cavern. Af­ 
ter each entomtment the mouth of the 
cave is stopped with sticks and stones 
to keep out animals, and the place is 
not again visited until the next inter­ 
ment takes place. The preparation of 
the body for burial is simple. 
No 
change is made in the clothing, the 
limbs 
being straightened 
and 
the 
weapons of the deceased, if a male, or 
household implements, if a woman, be- 
• 
ing placed beside the bod}'. The male 
friends of the deceased 
shoot 
the 
horses and cattle which belonged to 
him and burn his house and personal 
effects. 
The female friends, whose 
duty It Is to prepare the body for the 
tomb, bear the remains to their last 
resting place, uttering hideous cries 
during the march to the sepulcher. 


In the western part of Utah, In the 
Great Salt Desert, is a valley called1 
Skull Valley, because of the great 
number of human skulls and bones 
found there. This locality is the home! 
of the Gosh-Ute Inrians, who have one 
of the most unique burial customs 
known. This consists in weighting the 
body with stones and sinking it in the 
mud and water of the few springs 
to be found in that region of thirst 


The Mojave Indians cremate their 
dead upon a fun?ral pyre, similar to 
that of the Yumas. 
While the body 
is being consumed, certain priests or 
poet singers run about the pyre chant­ 
ing the praises of the departed. 
The 
incineration takes place at night, and 
the ceremonies are weird and uncanny 
in the extreme. 


The Kelta Indians believe that when 
one of their tribe dies a little bird 
takes the spirit and starts with it for 
the spirit world. 
If the departed has 
lived a worths' life the bird reaches 
the happy land and tho spirit dwells 
there forever. 
If, however, the life 
has been an evil one, a cruel hawk 
catches the bird and devours it, to­ 
gether with the soul which it is bear­ 
ing, and both perish miserably. 


The Karok Indians of California 
perpetuate the memory of their de­ 
parted friends by abstaining from all 
mention of them. If one is so forget­ 
ful as to mention the name of one of 
the dead, the others are shocked, for it ^ 
Is their belief that the mention of the 
name causes the body or tones in the ^ 
grave to turn and moan, and the spirit 
is halted on its journey toward the 
spirit land. In fact, the mention of the 
name of a departed friend is a deadly 
insult to the living relatives, and is 
punishable by the laws of the tribe 
with the same penalty as murder, a 
very heavy fine, known as “blood 
money.”—New York bun.
